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THE EARTH'S INTERIOR. 


Propose New Type of 
Uxploration. 


„The skin of an apple measures in 
the neighborhood ,of.a hundredth of 
un inch in thickress. The apple—a 
large one—is, say, fOur inches in di- 
ameter, Enlarge i to the diameter of 
the earth and the skin will measure 
about twenty miles in thickness. 
What do we know about the skin of 
our apple?“ asks the Scientific Amer- 
ican Monthly. 
The deepest well ever bored is on 
the Lake Farm near Fairmont, West 
Virginia. It is a hole six inches in 
diameter, which was driven to a 
depth of 7,579 feet, or nearly a mile 
and a half, before a slide of earth 
stopped further boring. The deepest 
mine shaft in the world is at Morro 
Velho, Brazil, which goes to a depth 
99! of 6,400 feet below the surface, or 

approximately one mile and a fifth. 
So far we have barely begun to gnaw 
through the skin of the earth. What 
do we know of the meat of this 
apple? 

“We assume that the centre of the 
earth is hot, very hot indeed. Sam- 
plea of the earth’s interior are hurled 
out of volcanoes or pour as molten 
lava from the lips of craters, but we 
can only guess at the depth from 
which this material comes. We doubt 
that the core of the earth is molten. 

“We know that as we dig into the 
earth the temperature rises; but the

More Maple Sugar. 

The importance of the maple sugar 
industry is scarcely, realized in many 
parts of Canada, here it has long 
since ceased to be carried on. From 
1850 to 1890, according to Dominion 
statistics, the production of maple 
sugar, together with its equivalent in 
syrup, increased year by year. The 
average yearly production from 1851 
to 1861 was about 13,400,000 lbs.: 
from 1861 to 1871, about 17,600,000 
lbs.; from 1871 to 1881, 19,000,000 
Ibs.; from 1881 to 1891, an average 
of 22,500,000 Ibs. was reached. Dur- 
ing the next decade the yearly aver- 
age fell to some 21,200,000 Ibs.

Auditors Are at Work In Many Cities 
Throughout Canada Examining 
the Books of Business Men Sus- 


pected of Incorrectly Reporting 
Incomes—.Larger Demands to Be

OTTAWA, Oct. 4.—Recent prose- 
cutions in Ottawa, Hamilton and 
other places of persons charged with 
making incorrect returns of Income 
for the purpose of Federal taxation 
are the outcome of a Dominion-wide 
effort to unlock the pockets of the 
tax evaders. In the first years’ in 
which the Dominion tax was imposed 
upon incomes, it was discovered that 
a large number of persons had failed 
to make the returns required under 
the law. 

This year, it is said, 
been made pretty generally, but in 
a considerable number of cases they 
have understated the incomes of the 
taxpayers. The Taxation Branch of 
the Finance Department, consequent- 
ly, has employed auditors in various 
parts of the country to examine the 
books of business and professional 
men suspected of incorrectly report- | 3 
ing their incomes. In a number of 
cases prosecutions have resulted from 
these investigations, and fines, some 
as large as $1,000, have been impos- 
ed for one offence. 

The fines levied go into the Dom- 
inion treasury and help to meet the

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4. — In a 
statement issued from the White}: 
House Sunday night and understood 
to have been written by his own

“Fordson” at Madoc Fair 


eee eee. 


A special attraction at Madoc on 
Fair’ Day was a demonstration giv- 
en by Frank Smith of Madoc, of a 
„Fordson“ at work. What makes 
this Sdemonstration attractive and 
note worthy at the present time is 
that all around the round world ev- 
ery one is trying to bring condi- 
tions back to a state of normality 
but up to the present time the only 
efforts directed towards this much 
desired result has been in advising 
some group or groupes of workers 
to take the first step in making the 
sacrifice in making the first cut in 
wages or in the prices of the manu- 
factured article, Mr. Ford does not 
agree with this view, he holds to 
the point that if the first reduction 
was to be made in wages the whole 
economy of the homes of the work- 
man would be effected and unnec- 
essary hardships accrue. On the oth- 
sr hand if a cut werd to be made jn 
rlces the.stability of capital would 
be endangered. Thee proper way to 
bring things back to tc State of 
normality is for the genius of 
inventor to manufacture something 
that will do the work better than it 
has been done before and to place 
this labor saving machine in the 
hands of the ; workman at a less 
cost than is his present method of 
producing things. 

The Fordson is an illustration of 
this effort and those who were for- 
tunate enough to see the Fordson at 
work on the Madoc Agricultural 
grounds on Fair Day will) agree 
with this view. 

The place selected for this dem- 
onstration was no garden of Eden 
but was filled with huge rocks and 
stones which one would have 
thought would have made it; impos- 
sible for any ploughman to do first 
class work, yet no one looking at 
the straightness of the furrow or 
the evenness in depth could have 
desired anything better. We heard 
of a ploughman of such skill that 
after he had finished his land you 
migt throw a twelve foot board 
anywhere across it and every kur- 
row would touch it. In looking at 
the piece ot ground ploughed 8 the 
„Fordson' we thought the same test 
might be made and the result 
would not be very discreditable to 
the work done. 

What are some of the advantag- 
es to a farmer who possesses 4 
Fordson:—ist one man with a Ford 
gon can plough four acres a day, 
very few one hundred acre farmers 
plough»more than fifty or sixty 
acres thus his whole ploughable 
land could be turned over in fifteen 
days as the „Fordson“ never tires.

‘Meshed daily from readers for and 
against the practice. ' 

A tew weeks ago Rev. J. W. Pyd- 
doke, rector of Pleasley, Derby, made 
a public protest against the caning 
of girls by men teachers. Others fol- 
lowed him, and recently a similar 
case was dealt with by the Canter- 
bury Educational Committee. In this 
case Mr. Brown objected because his 
14-year-old daughter had been beat- 
en by the headmaster, a Mr. Ran- 
derxon, and refusgd to allow her to 
go to school. The father and the 
headmaster were both invited to state 
their case before the Educafional 
Committee. j 

It appeared that the girl had been 
caned, once on the palm of. each 
hand, for refusing to stay after 
school hours when ordered to do 80. 
The child had been givén home work 
to do, but Mr. Brown contended that 
all school work should be done dur- 
iug vol.hours, and he resented 
the contempt brought on the child by 
the caring which followed, 

The headmaster describe 
method of administering the caning 
to the girl. ‘‘I took her to my private 
room and first gave her a stroke on 
the left hand, and then, becausésof 
the antagonism and defiance which 
she showed, I gave her a stroke on 
the right hand.“ 

No action taken by the com- 
mittee against the headmaster, and 
his course with the girl was infor- 
mally approved.

A BELOVED LEGEND. 


Story of King Arthur Weak on 
Historical Side. 

The story of King Arthur, rich in 
the poetic element, is weak on the | 
historical side. That a hero-king, | 
answering in some respects to the 


descriptions in British ballads, had 
existence, is possible, for it seems un- 
likely that so many associations; 
should cling around an utterly “nen | 


| ical personage. Yet he has no men- 


tion whatever in the Saxon Chron- 
icle, whose pages are rich in allu- 
sions to British kings strugging for 
freedom against the Anglo-Saxon 


i invaders: and our main authority on 


the subject is the account written, 
six centuries later than the reputed 
period of King Arthur, by Geoffry 
0 Monmouth, whose narratives no 
one can accept seriously as truth. 
The legends, collected and handed 
down to us by Sir Thomas Malory, 
a writer of Edward IV.’s reign; were 
printed by Caxton under the title of 
Morte d' Arthur.“ g 

When Henry II., in 1177, was in 
Wales, receiving the submission of 
the princes, he chanced to hear the 
deeds of King Arthur sung by the 
Welsh, and was told the exact place 
o the hero's burial at Gastonbury. 
Some years afterward the abbot of 
Glastonbury, the king’s nephew, 
searched for the body, with what re- 
sult let Giraldus Cambrensis, describ- 
ed in Camden’s Britannia“ as an 
eye-witness,“ tell us: . 

At the depth of seven feet a huge, 
broad stone, whereon a leaden cross 
was fastened on the part that lay 
downward, in rude and barbarous 
letters, this inscription in Latin was 
written upon that side of the lead 
that was toward the stone, ‘Here lies 
buried King Arthur in Avalon Isle.’ 
Digging deeper, they discovered his 
body in the trunk of a tree, the 
bones oc great bigness. His Queen 
Guinivere, a lady of passing beauty, 
la.“ by him, whose tresses of hair, 
in color like gold, seemed perfect 
and whole until it was touched, but 
then showed itself to be dust.” 
When Glastonbury Abbey was 
made a ruin in Henry VIII.'s time 
the’femains of King Arthur and his 
Queen were ruthlessly swept away. 
It was on Cadbury. Hill, in Somerset, 
the famed Camelot of the Arthurian 
romance, that the British King pre- 
pared for his great stand against the 
‘Anglo-Saxon foe; and the name of 
Arthur still clings to the locality in 
Arthur’s Lane“ and ““Arthur’s 
Well.” In the battle, almost the only 
event oi his life to be regardea as 
historical fact, Arthur seems to have 
come out of the darkness by which 
he is surrounded. The Welsh songs 
are full of praises to his valor in the 
fight with Cedric, the Saxon king.

All the Gems of Africa 
Are the Gift of.the Sea 
Some Still on Ocean Floor 


OUTH AFRICAN diamonds 

came originally from the sea, 

according to a writer in the 

Mining and Scientifie-. Press 
(San Francisco), and there is a huge 
deposit under its waters, off the 
African coast. Diamonds are even 
now dredged from the sea-bottom, | 
but the original source has never yet 
been tapped. Diamond-mining, the 
writer tells us, is now the principal 
industry in southwest Africa. Dia- 
monds were first discovered in 1908, 
during railway construction, in the 
valley sands of ‘the coastal desert, 
and have since been recovered over a 


stretch of 270 miles between latitude 
28 and 24 degrees 8. However, there 
are wido intervals where no stones; 
have been found, and none has been 
discovered at a greater distance than 
fifteen miles from the coast. He 
goes on: 

“Various theories have been ad- 
vanced as to the origin of these dia- 
monds, but the theory to which facta 
appear most satisfactorily to lend 
themselves is that the diamonds are 
of sea origin. It is generally believed 
by geologists that primary deposits 
exist under the sea within the area 
between Possession Island and Po- 
mona on the mainland. The stones 
already found by dredging in the sea 
are believed to have been thrown up 
on the floor of the ocean by volcanic 
action, while the stones on the main- 
land, according to this theory, have 
been washed up and carried by the 
wind in the drifting sand dunes. An- 
other fact which geologists believe 
substantiates their theory is that the 
largest stones hitherto found have 
been picked up just south of Pomona, 
which indicates that the centre from 
which the gems were distributed is 
situated in closer proximity to the 
southern part of the Pomona claims 
than to any other section of the fielda, 
Taking everything into consideration, 
they, are led to believe that the 
Southwest African diamonds have 
been derived from primary deposits 
that lie buried beneath the sea some-~- 
where in the neighborhood, and evi- 
dently to the south of Pomona, 
Experts are agreed that the dia- 
monds are unlike those of any other 
known source——primary or alluvial-— 
in the Union of South Africa. This 
view is endorsed by the Antwerp and 
Amsterdam cutters, who maintain 
that the stones in hardness and 
other physical properties more closely 
resemble the product of the Brazilian 
fields. They are characterized by 
great brilliancy, even in the uncut 
state, and the quality is remarkably 
good. This ncgbunts for the fact that, 
notwithstand their diminutive ™ 
size, great numbers of these stones 
have been absorbed by, the world mar- 

ets. In weight the diamonds range’ 

from 1-20 to 34 carats. The average 
size of diamonds produced in 1913 
Was 1-5 carat. The largest stones 
have been found in the Pomoha and 
Ida Tal area. As regards color, dia- 
monds of almost eve conceivable 
hue are represented. Blue-white 
Stones occur, but are on the whole 
rare. Ox the other hand, clear white 
crystals are very common and make 
up the bulk of the output.

Tailless Bird Found. 


New Zealand has long been ac- 
counted a social science laboratory 
and political experiment station. 
The physical features of the island 
are equally unusual, zoologists hav- 
ing founc there a tailless bird, which 
they believe to be an evolutionary 
souvenir of the now extinct wingless 
moa, ranging in size from that of a 
turkey to a super-ostrich height of 
twelve feet from head to ground. 
There is also in New Zealand a cater- 
pillar which dies but to live again 
in the form of a plant which blossoms 
and goes to seed, 8

N the years immediately preceding 

the war more large English 

estates were sold or subdivided 

than in the previous generation. 
This was due to the heavy burden 
placed upon land owners by the 
Lloyd George schemes of raising 
money. Now, we are told, these old 
homes are being disposed of even 
more rapidly, and estates are being 
placed on the market that have been 
in the possession of single families 
for centuries. In some cases the war 
taxatior drives the impoverished 
owners to sell property that they no 
longer can keep up. In other cases, 
whole families have been wiped out 
by the war, and the properties are 
to be disposed of in order to settle 
estates, while in not a few instances 


landed gentry are disposing of their 
country holdings und intend to live 
in the future on the continent of 
Europe. The purchasers of these his- 
toric estates are in some cascs Amer- 
ican millionaires and in others Eng- 
lish newly rich who made fortunes 
in the war. Not long ago we observ- 
ed in the London Times an advertise- 
ment from one of the latter class who 
wanted a country house and was 
willing to spend £200,000 or more 
in the enterprise. 

A few days ago Canadian papers 
published a, despatch to the effect 
that Eden Hall was about to pass 
from the Musgrave family after an 
ownership of 460 years. The present 


owner is Sir Richard Musgrave, who 


has not resided in the Hall for twenty 
years, aud who some time ago sold 
his other estates of Kr Oswald_and 
Lazenby, in Cumberland, and Mus- 
grave and Kirkby Stephen, in West- 
moreland, as well as property in the 
county. of Durham. Eden Hall for 
centuries has been associated with 
North Country legend, and there is 
the famous Luck“ of Eden Hall, a 
beautiful goblet of Venetian ‘glass, 
ascribed- to the fourteenth century. 
The story is that on one occasion a 
Musgrave surprised a number o 
fairies dancing round the glass, and 
that he captured it. The fairies agked 
hir to return it to them, but he re- 
fused, , whereupon the queen fairy 
ald: , 
“If e’er this cup shall break or fall 
Furewell the luck of Eden Hall.“ 

The goblet remains intact, but one 
would think the Musgrave fumily 
was out of luck in being compelled 
to sell so beautiful an estate as Eden 
Hall,

House, near North Berwick, one of 
the most beautiful estates in Scot- 
land. The advertisements announce 
that it is within easy reach of eight 
golf courses and commands a fine 
view of the Firth of Forth.

RATS—A COSTLY PEST. 


American Figures That Have Bearing 
on Canada. 


As carriers of the dread bubonic 
plague rats are a menace, but that 
is only one form of their costly and 
dangerous depredations. 

Rats are practically omnivorons 
and their depredations cover a wide 
range. They feed indifferently upon 
all kinds of vegetable and animal 
matter. They dig up newly planted 
grain, destroy it while growing, and 
also when in the shock, stack, crib, 
granary, mill, elevator, warehouse, 


Wharf and ship's hold as well as in 


the bin and feed trough. They eat 
fruits, vegetables and meats in the 
market, destroying at the same time 
by pollution far more than is con- 
sumed, P 

They destroy enormous numbers of 
eges and poultry, as well as the eggs 
and young of song and game birds. 
In addition they invade stores and 
warehouses and destroy groceries of 
every description, as well as furs, 
laces, silks, carpets and leather 
goods. ; 

They cause many disastrous fires 
by gnawing matches, by gnawing 
through lead pipe near gas meters, 
or by cugting the insulation from 
electric wires in order to secure ma- 
terial for nests and by gathering oil- 
soaked rags and other inflammable 
material in their nests; flood houses 
by gnawing through lead water pipes; 
ruin -artificial ponds and embank- 
ments by burrowing, and damage 
foundations, floors, doors and. furn- 
ishings of dwellings. 

As disease carriers they also cause 
enormous commercial Tosses, espec- 
jally through the introduction or bu- 
bonic plague and the resulting sus- 
pension of commerce, With the in- 
troduction of pazue they be- 
come directly responsible for busi- 
ness disaster as well as for an appal- 
lin’ mortality. 

Much the greater part of losses 
from these pests is in foodstuffs, 
which, as already indicated, are de- 
stroyed at every stage from the time 
the seed is pianted until they are 
ready for human eonsumption. 
Investigations some years ago in- 
icated that the direct annual losses 
sustaimed in the United States were 
about $20,000,000, with a great ad- 
ditional sum in indirect losses, in- 
cluding the effect on the public 
health and commerce from the dis- 
eases carried by rats, and the neces- 
sary expenditures in combating them. 
Assuming, roughly speaking, that as 
estimated, the rat population in the 
United States is 60,000,000 for the 
cities and 150,000,000 for the rural 
districts, it will require the destruc- 
tion of property by each rat of only 
a little more than one-fourth a cent 
a day to make the aggregate great 
sum estimated as destroyed by these 
pest yearly in the United States. 
Canadian figures have never been 
compiled, but they are probably pro- 
portionate.

Criticiam of Life In World's Greatest

“It is time that somebody said it. 
It is time that somebody painted the 
drawbacks and disabilities of life and 
friendship in London in their true 
chlor,“ writes Mr. Cyril E. M. Joad 
in the Venturer. 

„I speak of the spiritual color of 
our liver in London, and of the in- 
evitable lack of all those qualities 
which make for the dignity and beau- 
ty of life and the stability of per- 
sonal relationships. For talk about 
literature there is substituted chatter 
about Hterary personalities. What 
might in the country have been an 
analysis of the causes of labor un- 
rest or the structure of society sub- 
sides into gossip about the propensi- 
ties of labor leaders, or the sartorial 
peculiarities of Cabinet Ministers. 

The men who talk in the evening 
in London are men with tired minds. 
All day they have been whipping 
their brains into a vicarious activity; 
many have been engaged on creative 


work; all bring to the relaxation of | 


after-dinner intercourse the fag-ends 
of jaded brains. In London one Is 
perpetually tired: The fortress of the 
mind is continually battered by as- 
saults that would take its interests 
by storm. London continually stimu- 
lates, but leaves the mind no space 
to concentrate on the stimuli it has 
received.

“Most of the Land Army women 
are well-born and educated. During 
the war, for patriotic motives, they 
went into the fields. Now a majority 
of them are homeless. Their male 
relatives perished for humanity, and 
the women are left to make a living 
as best they can. Of course, they are 
well looked after in the Old Country, 
but, they will have a chance for the 
future. This country could absorb 
quite a large number of satisfactory 
farmerettes. ’ 

“Taken from another standpoint, 
they would make excellent wives for 
pioneer bachelors. British Columbia 
is as large as Germany, and has a 
population of nearly 400,000. Prac- 
tical farmers would find in the farm- 
erettes practical wives. On the other 
hand, if the farmer is married it is 
doubtful whether his wife would 
appreciate young women on the farm 
lands doing the manual labor. I 
should judge there would be trouble 
in the mixed farming districts. On 
the orchards, however, women would 
be appreciated as they would save 
much money and worry for the care- 
ful berry-raiser.”

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Peers In Canada. 


Peets of Canadian birth, or of resi- 
dence in Canada when the peerage 
was bestowed, have been few in num- 
ber. The death of Lord de Blaquiere, 
a native of Woodstock, Ont., removes 
one of the group, and with his de- 
mise the barony becomes extinct. 
Another Canadian-born peer (an 
trish peer and therefore like de Bla- 
quiere without a seat in the House 
of Lords) is Lord Aylmer, now in 
British Columbia. But both these 
men inherited their titles, which were 
therefore not bestowed upon them 
as Canadians. 

In fact, only one native of Canada 
has had the peerage bestowed upon 
him, Lord Atholstan, the Montreal 
publisher, who some time ago went 
‘| through the form of taking his place 
in the House of Lords. He is without 
male heir, and there is no provision 
for the title passing to his daughter. 
Lord Shaughnessy, who also took his 
seat in the Upper House, is a nat- 
uralized Canadian, having been born 
in Milwaukee. The next Lord Shaugh- 
nessy will be his son, now the Hon. 
W. J. Shaughnessy, whose wife is a 
niece of Lord Atholstan. The ‘Hon- 
orable” is a personal title due to his 
being the son of a lord, and not to 
any political distinetion, though he 
is now being talked of as a candi-

Land Drifting. 

Soil dritting in Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan which last spring caused 
millions of dollars of damage to the 
newly-plant crop, can be stopped 
if the farmers use the right methods, 
Prof. Jardine, of the Kansas State 
College of Agriculture, told irrigation 
and dry farmers attending the Irri- 
gation Congress in Winnipeg. It was 
stopped in a 66-thousand-acre tract 
in Kansas six or seven years ago, and 
the land which drifted the worst 
then, is now raising 25 to 40 bushels 
of wheat to the acre..

The inventor of the system isa butch- 
er’s son, who employs his birds regu- 
larly to carry orders from outlying 
districts—presumably where there 
are not telephones—to his father’s 
shop.

OMMODORE F. W. YOUNG 
R. N. R., the famous salvage 
expert, under whose super- 
vision the Admiralty's great 


task of clearing war's wreckage from 


the seas is being done, is a big, gen- 
jal man of strong, outstanding per- 
sonality. A sailor by profession, he 


joined the Liverpool Salvage As- 


elatlon thirty-eight years ago. Wreck- 
raising has been his occupation ever 
Since, He has followed it in all parts 
of the world, achieving so many not- 
able successes that he has long been 
regarded as the most skilled practi- 
tloner engaged in this very difficult 


business. 

On the day that war broke out 
Commodore Young was at Southamp- 
ton with the liner Gothland. which

The Famous Animals Are Sentenced 
to Death. 


| ‘The famous monkeys of Gibraltar, 
the Barbary apes of Gib, are doomed., 


According to the latest news from 
the fortress, Gen. Sir H. L. Smith: 


, Dorrien has decreed their extinction 


or banishment.” And they, are the 
only wild monkeys on the continent 
of Europe. 

How they are to be extinguished, | 
‘or banished, the general’s order does 
not state. Tradition had it that they 
came to Gibraltar from Morocco 


| through a secret tunnel under the 


straits, a tunnel known only to the 
apes themselves. The more probable 
| yersion of the story is that they were 
imported when the Moors ruled 
| Spain, and have been suffered to re- 
main upon the fastnesses of the rocky 
mountain of Tarik ever since, partly 
because of the difficulty of catching 
them there and partly undoubtedly 
through design. 

Certainly they have been the ob- 
ject of gubernatorial decree before 
this. Some governors have solemnly 
warned them that they must not steal 
fruit; others have forbidden them 
the limits of the secret fortifications, 
and one governor, in 1853, issued an 
order against any attempt on the 
monkeys’ lives. In 1852, however, 
the species wag almost extinct, and 
Gen. Sir William Codrington sent to 
Africa for four young monkeys of 
the species to perpetuate the race. 
Another: governor awarded them an 
Imperial subsistence allowance which 
works out at about £1 per monkey 
per annum. 4 

At present the monkeys, though 
wild, are fairly numerous on the 
higher reaches of the rock. How to

World's Beat. 


It will be news to many to learn 
that near Victoria, B.C., is an astron- 
omical observatory possessing a tele- 
scope which for some time was the 
lar gest and most perfect of its kind 
in operation, and which is atill a good 
second in point of size, while equal 
to the best in. efficiency. 

In order to peer farther and far- 
ther into the depths of space and to 
discover the true nature of our uni- 
verse, it is necessary to use more 
and more powerful instruments. For 
a number of years the largest tele- 
scope in Canada was at the Dominion 
Observatory at Ottawa. It is 15 
inches in diameter and about 20 feet 
in length. It had been used contin- 
ually from its erection in 1905, but 
the need of something greater was 
felt, and in 1913 the Government 
placed an order for one larger than 
acy then in existence. : 

Now there are two distinct types 
of telescopes. In one type there is 
placed at the upper end of the tube 
a lens, through whieh the light from 
the heavenly body passes and Is 
thereby converged to a focus, or, to 
form an Image of the body. Such a 
telescope is called a refractor.” In 
the second type there is a concave 
mirror at the lower end of the tube. 
This is of glass, silvered on the front 
surface, not the back as in an or- 
dinary looking glass: Upon this the 
light falls, is thrown back, and thus 
‘brought to a focus. Such a telescope 
ia a reflector. The telescope at Ot- 
tawa is a refractor; that at Victoria, 
a reflector. The refractor is the kind 
we are most accustomed to. Indeed, 
refractors could not possibly be made 
as large as the largest reflectors. 

The contract for supplying the 
mirror and the other optical parts 
was given to the Brashear Co., of 
Pittsburgh; while that for the 
mounting was given to Warner and 
Swasey. of Cleveland. This was in 
October, 1913. Immediately an order 
was sent to the St. Gobain Glass Co., 
of Paris, France, for the glass disc 

fired for the great mirror. 0 
the gend attempt the dise was such 
cessfully cast at the works of t 
company at Charleroi, Belgium; an 
by great good fortune it was shipped 
from Antwerp a few days before the 
declaration of war. It arrived in 
The 
glassworks were wrecked by the 
Germans soon afte rds. 

When it was received the great 
disc was 73% inches in diameter, 13 


to 13% inches in thickness, and it je 


weighed nearly 5,000 pounds. After 
six months of work upon it, the edge 
had been cut truly round, the lower 
surface bad been made flat and the 
upper surface had been hollowed out 
into spherical shape. At the edge it 
was then 12 inches thick, at the cen- 
tre 11.1 inches, and its weight had 
been reduced to 4,840 pounds. 

Then began the process of ‘‘figur- 
ing“ the surface. By this the sur- 
face is changed from a sperical to a 


paraboloidal form. To get this shape |: 
about one-thousandth of an inch of: 


glass had to be removed from the 
centre of the mirror; and less and 
less as one approached the. edge, 
While the great mirror was being 
slowly fashioned the massive and 
complicated mounting had been con- 
structed at Cleveland. It is a 


‘triumph of mechanical engineering. 


The moving parts weigh 45 tons; and 
yet ft is. fe. nicely balanced that the 
current from an örxuinary electric 
lamp, passing through a motor, is 
sufficient to move it promptly into 
any position required for observing 
any object in the sky. 

The mounting was completed in 
May, 1916, and during the following 
summer it was shipped to Victoria. 
The observatory is on ‘Saanich Hill, 
700 feet above sea level and eight 
miles from Victoria. The B.C. Elec- 
tric Railway passes along the foot of 
the hill, and a fine road, one and a 
half miles long, to the summit, was 
built by the B. C. Government. One 
section of the mounting weighed 9% 
tons and twelve horses were required 
to pull the truck carrying it to the 
observatory. . The sheet metal obser- 
vatory building and the mounting 
were completed in the autumn of 
1916, but the great mirror did not, 
come until 18 months later. 

The instrument has been in use 
over two years, and it has fulfilled 
all expectations. The staff of the 
observatory consists of: Dr. J. 8. 
Plaskelt, who was for some years at 
the University of Toronto and later 
at Ottawa; W. E. Harper, whose 
ho.ie was near Owen Sound; R. K. 
Young, of Binbrooke, near Hamilton; 
and H. H. Plaskett, son of the 
director. 

Some beautiful photographs of 
some of the heavenly bodies have 
been taken, but the. telescope is 
chiefly used for photographing the 
spectra of stars, in this way deter- 
mining what substances are in thoge 
stars and also the speed at which 
they ‘are moving toward or from us.

There are two fundamental points 
to bear in mind particularly in start 
ing to build up a good, healthy, 
productive dairy herd. First to see 
that the best females possible, of 
the particular breed ‘which vou 
choose to work with, are procured | 
tor a foundation. They should have 
plenty of size, good robust consti- 
tutions, carrying good dairy char- 
acteristics. They should be procured 
from. good healthy herds which are 
under regular inspection, and should 
be from dams aud sires that have 
shown good results both as to the 
quality and quantity of milk pro- 
duced. It is much preferable to have 
two cr three really good individuals 
to start with than to start with a 
large number not up to the stand- 
ald. The sire to be used in building 
up a herd is a very important factor 
also as the sire is always consider- 
ed over 50% of the herd. As we 
said in regard to femaies, this sire 
should come from a good, healthy 
herd with record of performance 
behind him. having sufficient’ size, 
and carrying all the strong charact= 
eristics of the breed which he rep- 
resents. ;

Give moth- 
er's milk at the rate of 8 to 10 Ibs. 
divided into three feeds, for the first 
ten days, then start replacing with 
skim milk so that at the age of one 
month the calf will be receiving 10 
pounds of skim milk with the addi- 
tion of a small quantity of scalded 
flax seed meal, At three weeks of 
age a small quantity of oats, clover 
hay and some clean water should 
be kept before it from this time on, 
and the skim milk should be grad- 
ually increased so that the calf by 
the time it is fifteen weeks old will 
be receiving from 15 to 20 pounds 
daily. , 

Any person starting out to build 
up a good, profitable dairy herd can 
not do so and know what he is 
about without the use of the Bab- 
cock test and scales. The dairy far- 
mer should know just what amount 
of milk each cow gives throughout 
ihe year and the number of pounds 
of butter fat the milk contains. Any- 
one who has not followed this prac- 
iice is bound to get many surprises 
after following it for a year.. The 
cow that may have been considered:

Retention of the Meconium in 
Foals Very Comman. 


symptoms Described—Anticipation of 
the Trouble Advised and Mechan- 
ical Treatment Suggested — Live 
Stock Notes.

URING foetal life the liver of 
the foal is active. It secretes 
a limited quantity of bile, 
which after being conveyed to 
the small intestine becomes ‘formed 
into dark-colored balls of various 
sizes and different densities. These 
pass backwards and occupy the in- 
testines. The substance is called the 
“meconium.” At birth the rectum 
is usually full and both the large and 
small intestine contain a considerable 
quantity. Under normal conditions 
a quantity of this substance is voided 
shortly after birth and at frequent 
intervals afterwards until it has all 
been voided and the excreta voided 
afterwards is of a yellow color. The 
appearance of yellow faeces always 
indicates that the meconium has been

All xeturned soldiers and their 
families will be interested in the Re 
turned Soldiers’ Insurance Act, und- 
er Which they are provided with an

Act became effective on September 
Ist, 1920, and will remain in force 
for two years.

GOLLAPHE OF DENIKINF. 


He Was the Leads of Antt-Bolshevik 
F 


The last days of Gen. Denikine’s 
anti-Bolshevik Russian army, on 
which the Allies based hopes of ex- 
terminating Bolshevism and which 
last summer was aweeping all before 
it, and seemed victoriously on its way 
to Moscow, are described in a pictur- 
esque despatch from a French corre- 
spondent who followed the fortunes

without ite pathetic side, for the de- 
keuted leuder is described as pacing 
the quay while bis hungry, half-clad 
soldiers sought refuge aboard British 
and French warships in the harbor of 
Novorossisk, and Bolshevik guns 
roared a paean of victory from the 
Soviet line, less than fourteen miles 
away. 

The final .conflict commenced on 
the morning of March 24, and the 
foreign missions at Novorossisk were 
forced to take shelter on the French 
cruiser Waldeck Rousseau. The sol- 
diers of Denikine’s army surged into 
the villages surrounding the town, 
establishing a centre of resistance at 
the headquarters of the British mis- 
sion. A steady stream of wounded 
from the front areas brought stories 
of useless opposition. Officers and 
men alike were disheartened, and 
awaited the inevitable result of the 
onslaught of superior numbers. 

Next day the Bolsheviki demanded 
the surrender of the volunteer army, 
proclaiming the intellectual Govern- 
ment of the proletariat” and assur- 
ing Gen, Denikine’s officers that they 
had nothing to fear if they laid down 
their arms and aided in the restor- 
ation. of Russia according to the So- 
viet program. , Having no confidence 
in the Bolshevist promises, and see- 
ing no hope of success, the, disorder 

me inexpressible, hordes sweep- 
ing contiinallx toward the same pro- 
tective point, the’whélter of the allied 


cruisers, 
By the morning of, March Be~ahe 
Bolsheviki, less than five miles away, 


had received a warning of the Allles’ 
presence by the British and French 
ships each firing a dozen long-range 
shots. Gen. Denikine himself sought 
refuge aboard a British cruiser, be- 
ing unable to direct the troop move- 
ments. ; 
The centre of the city was soon 
deserted and many fires broke out, 
‘while the same evening incendiary 
shells were fired at the station, in- 
creasing the fear of the inhabitants 
and casting a weird glow over the 
hasty preparations for a final stand. 
The British mission had to be evac- 
uated, and a small group of 500 cav- 
-alry and 2,000 unfed, ragged infan- 
try, supporters of Denikine, sought, 
1 5 whence to defend the city. 
Meanwhile, Gen. Denikine arrived 
aboard a ‘Russian torpedo boat and 
'| surveyed this scene of lamentable 
horror. Maintaining the strong in- 
' ‘| terest in the welfare of his forces 
which made him beloved as a leader, 
he pleaded with the Allied comman- 
ders to return to the wharves and 
pick up as many as possible. The 
| French destroyer Ensel de Roux exe- 
cuted a difficult manoeuvre under the 
enemy's fire and succeeded in rescu- 
ing more than 300 Russians. Rus- 
‘sian vessels picked up, the remainder, 
and under cover of darkness the fleet 
made for Theodosia, where they were 
rescued and knelt on the docks to 
‘give thanks to the Almighty for their 
escape frfom death at the hands of 
the Bolshevist victors.

Now that the tractor is in good 
use, fields are ploughed as soon as 
they are cut. On one farm, whero 
the employment and production fig- 
ures of the microbes were carefully 
studied, the tractors got to work on 
the fields in the trail of the cutters, 
all the fields being ploughed within 
a day or two. 

The advantages claimed for this

A Previous Epidemic. 


That the, epidemic is now one of 
alarming proportions and terrible in 
its effect: may be noted from the fol- 
‘lowing quotation from The Times“: 
At present the worst results of 
typhus are confined to Galicia, where 
‘the schools are closed, business is at 
a standstill; and civic life is crippled.

' Amendments to the Mish Inspection 
Act of 1914, which were a t 
the last session of Parliament mu 
have an important influence upon the 
future of the fishing industry. The 
new law, which applies to pickled 
herring, alewives, mackerel and sal- 
mon, other than mild cured, provides 
that fish must be packed and graded 
accordingly to regulations laid down 
and must be put up in standard con- 
tainers,, the specific dimension of 
which are alsa set forth by regula- 
tion. This fish is liable to inspection 
and infringement of the law means 
liability to a penalty. On the west 
coast the act becomes operatye No- 
vember 1 and on the east coast on 
April 1 next. 

The provisions of the old act made 
standard packing and grading, and 
inspection, optional, and as is com- 
mon in such instances; optional legis- 
lation has not proved effective.

tractive to investors of a speculative | 
turn of mind. In vears gone by this | 
fishery was carried on at odd times, | 
most extensively by the Hudson Bay 
Company, but never on any systema- 
tic basis. It is not known that anyone 
is now prosecuting the industry and | 
therefore, there is no standard to 
assure one that it. could be carried 
on with success under prevailing con- 
ditions. 
Some years ago the late Mr. Camp- 
bell McNab, associated with another 
gentleman, engaged in the industry. 
Their method of capturing the por- 
poise was quite novel, but most effec- 
tive. A long lead was erected—a wall 
of stocks driven into the mud or sand 
mand 80 arranged that the schools 
when ascending the river with the 
tide were lead into shallow water and 
stranded by the receding tide. Then 
they were cut up, the skin and blub- 
ber removed and the flesh and bones 
used for fertilizer. 
About thirty years ago it was re- 
porte] that the most extensive fishery, 
of the Hudson Bay Company was that 
of the white porpoise. At one tide 
as many as 200 would be caught by 
the inshore trap described abave, and 
as each porpoise was worth about 
$100 a small fortune was frequently 
left stranded by a single tide. From 
200 to 400 pounds of dlubber ia 
yielded by each porpoise and on of 
the very finest quality averages about 
ten dollars. No other porpoise or

The name “Harps attached to 
so many. of its kind and all the in- 
a are plucked strings that 
it is advisable to mention some, The 
Irish harp is an instrument of the 
lyre family’ but having. more strings 
and is only used to play simple mel- 
Odies and to accompany another in- 
strument. The harp-lute was an 
instrument of the guitar kind and 
an improvement was made by Ed- 
ward Light, who produced this in- 
strument with 12 gut strings, the 
finger-board having frets on it and 
a thumb key was fitted to each 
string; this key when depressed was 
to adjust the pitch similar to the 
modern harp and its pedals. 

The harp is one of the most an- 
clent and universal of stringed in- 
struments, and. possessed a larger 
number of strings than the, lyre. The 
strings were plucked with the fing- 
ers. The triangular form. of the pre- 
sent harp is very stmilar to that of 
the Egyptian and Assyrian harps 
depicted on the ancient monuments. 
The shape gives to us the idea of it 
being derived from the bow of an 
archer, for we find the farther back 
we go that these instruments are 
bow-like in shape. 

We read that the paintings dated 
from the thirteenth century. B. C., 
have been discovered at the en- 
trance ot the tomb at Thebes, which 
depict two priests one at each side 
of the portal, playing upon harps, 
these instruments are taller than the 
players. 

We now come to 
ern times and find the harp now 
tuned in semitones and has a double 
row of strings. 

The welsh harp has three rows 
of strings and is sometimes called 
the triple harp, the gut 
numbering 98. The outer rows pro- 
duced the natural tones and the
